A Million for Helpless Women, 

In a Statement issued by Richard T. Crane 
Jr. and Charles R. Crane through their coun- 
sel, John P. Wilson, it is asserted that their 
father had planned to establish a home or 
homes in the country near Chicago for de- 
serted wives and widows with children. This 
work will be undertaken within two years. 

It also is announced that another wish of 
their father was to provide a genefous pene 
sion and disability fund for the employés of 
the Crane company. The sons say they will 
set aside $1,000,000 for each of these two 
philanthropic enterprises. Minor charity be- 
quests also are announced. 

The fairness and generosity of Mr. Crane 
are displayed in the provisions he made for 
the widow, whom he married about nine years. 
ago. She ts given for her life the Crane resi- 
dence in Chicago, the summer residence at

Boorts Product to 40 Cents—Holds Cold 


Weather Throughout Country Makes 
a Famine Imminent. 


‘Elgin, III., Jan. 15.—A decision by junior 
members of the quotation committee of the 
Elgin butter board that “the market could 
easily sustain a 4 cent increase was de- 
clared by Joseph Newman, pioneer Elgin 
butter man and member of the price commit- 
tee, to be responsible for the 40 cent quota- 
tion returned by the committee this after- 
non.

Waif Ward of Chaplain Rules St. 
Luke’s Hospital. 


GETS THE TENDEREST CARE. 


The Rev. G. G. Wright Plans to Adopt 
Abandoned Child. 


A nameless boy baby is the new hoss of 
the 300 odd nurses at St. Luke's hospital. 
He will continue to be for a year and if 
during that time he is afflicted with one of 
the allments which infants are subject to, it 
will mean a lasting disgrace to the hospital 
staff. It will be a cleverly disguised germ 
which finds its way past the small army of 
the baby’s guardians. 

All this fuss is made because the baby fs 
the temporary ward of the Rev. George G. 
Wright. For twelve years Mr. Wright has 
been chaplain at St. Luke’s and a “ father” 
to the large corps of nurses. Now they are 
to repay his little kindnesses by mothering 
this child. After waiting a year the chaplain 
may legally adopt the baby. 


5 Leaves Baby at Hospital. 

There are a lot of kicking, cooing babies 
at St. Luke’s and all of them have names 
but this baby. He is given almost as many 
different endearments as there are nurses. 
He arrived at the hospital shortly before 
Thanksgiving. His mother left the hospital 
a few days later. 

There was no father to provide for him 
and he was left behind. For a long time the 
chaplain has considered adopting a baby. 
He thought of doing so last year, but cir- 
cumstances would not permit. But when 
he saw this good natured little waif the 
idea became stronger than ever. The chap- 
lain was reluctant to discuss his plan. 


Chaplain Talks of Children. 

I have wanted for a long time to adopt 8 
baby boy,” he said finally. That it should

This baby is going to live here a year, and 
when the time has expired and I can do so 
I will adopt it.

She was the center of attraction among 
male employés of other places.

employed scrub girls are required to work 
ten and a half, and sometimes eleven hours, 
a day in order to finish their tasks. 


High Pressure Wears Nerves. . 

Miss Emerson intends to present an affida- 
vit of her experiences to the Supreme court, 
before which the law is now on trial as to 
its constitutionality. She declares the high 
pressure under which women doing menial 
labor are compelled to work is nerve break- 
ing. This condition exists, she says, among 
immigrant girls. 

From personal experience I can fully 
sanction the plea of women workers in hotels 


“ So great is the pressure that the ten hour 
day practically eliminates meal times and in- 
variably covers about eleven hours. 


Tired Girls Retire in Clothes. 

When the girls go. off duty at the end of 
their day’s work they are in an exhausted 
condition. Many frequently throw them- 
selves on their beds, not even having enough 
energy to undress. 

“My first experience was in a department 
store on State street. I got $6 a week. Then 
I got a job at another store at the same 
wages. When the holidays were over the 
manager offered me a permanent job. 

“The worst experience I had was as a 
scrubwoman in a restaurant during the first 
days of the below zero weather. On one 
day I had to scrub the vestibule. The cus- 
tomers entered in a string and kept the door 
open almost constantly. I was half frozen 
when I got through. 

During the time several persons I knew 
entered. T kept my head low, for I was 


} afraid some of them might recognise me. 


My hands were in a horrible condition. They 
cracked open and were so sore and stiff I 
could hardly open and shut them.” *

DECLARES IT NOT A MENACE. 


Water Higher Now than It Was Before 
the Channel Was Opened.

Blame on QOhicago Resented. 

The Wisconsin representatives said ib 
would have been deeper had it not been for 
a falling of a foot in the level of Green bay 
and Lake Michigan.. The charge that the 
diversion of water in the Chicago canal 
caused this lowering of the lake level was 
made immediately, and attention was called 
‘to Gen. Bixby's letter. 

Congressman Gallagher of Chicago was 
defending the sanitary district against this 
accusation when Engineer Wisner entered 
the room. The congressman called upon 
Mr. Wisner for a statement. 

The engineer told the committee the sani- 
tary district's present diversion of 4,000 
cubic feet of water a sscond had lowered 
the level of Lake Michigan not more than 
one inch, and that the additional 6,000 cubic 
feet which the district desires to use would 
send the level down less than two inches 
more. 


Level of Lake Fluctuates. 

In proof of the contention that the drain- 
age of Chicago sewage is not to blame he 
cited the fact that the level of Lake Mich- 
igan was lower in 1885 and in 1895 than it is 
now, and that was before the sanitary canal 
was opened. 

Mr. Wisner said scientists differed as to the 
cause of the lowering of lake levels, some 
attributing the phenomenon to fluctuations 
of precipitation and evaporation. ‘In. his 
opinion the deepening of the St. Clair and 
Detroit rivers is largely responsible fer the 
present trend downward in Lakes Michigan 
and Superior. 

This explanation closed the incident, but the 
whole question affecting Chicago's use of the

Senate Votes to Admit Out- 
siders in Spite of Protest 
from Lodge. 


TAKES PATTERN BY. TAFT 


Members Claim That if President 


May Discuss Terms Unreserv- 
| edly, So May They. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—Because Pres- 
ident Taft set the example of discussing 
openly the pending arbitration treaties with 
Great Britain and France the senate today 
voted to admit the public to ite debates and 
Preserve them in the Congressional! Record. 
Only eight senators of the sixty-six recorded 
were in favor of closed doors. 

The controversy as to whether the discus- 
sion should be in open or closed session was 
almost entirely executive. It was brought 
to a head when Senator Rayner announced 
that it was his purpose to make a speech in 
relation to the treaties. 

Senator Lodge protested. He said. the 
delicacy of thc entire subject of foreign re- 
lations demanded that discussion of it be ex- 
ecutive. Rayner resisted the movement, but 
Senator Bacon, who was presiding, sustained 
a motion by Lodge, seconded by Senator 
McCumber, that the senate go into execu- 
tive session. 


Lodge Repeats Plea. 


Atter the doors were closed the debate be- 


came general, Lodge reiterating that if the 
discussion were public things might be said 


ct a-charactr likely to embarrass the rela- 


tions of the govenment with the Buropean 
powers that are parties to the treaties. 

E<nator Smith of Michigan took the lead in 
demanding that the debate be open to the 
public. He wanted to know why it was that, 
if the foreign relations of the United States

Reflecting the stormy and extremely cold 
conditions prevailing in the West and north- 
west, live stock receipts at Chicago yesterday 
made the smallest aggregate of any previous 
Monday total in many months.

A top.of $650 was 
attained, several loads reaching that level, and 
the market closed in a healthy: condition despite 
packers’ efforts to bring about a late break.
